Defend Dallas, 
Lawyer Urges 


DsUas Bttomy David Witts told 
file Dallas Salesmanship C3ub 
Tbarsday that ibe dty is bdng 
.liliely accused ttiroui^iout the 
mrid for a tragedy in wliidi it 
liad no guilt 

"As dioddiv as the tragic assas- 
sination itself is the use which has 
been made, whether by ignorance 
flr by plan, to turn the murder 
oas act of a Communist Into a 
vidous complaint against Dallas 
and Texas." Mr. Witts said at 
a Doon hmdieca In the Dallas 
Atfalettc dob. 

Mr. WTitta charged that in all 
oommunicatiOBs inedia a masrive 
cfiort has been made to cover up 
Uam fact that the assasan was 
at Cononuidst. 

He told the group that when 
X«e Harvey Oswald -defected to 
the Soviet Union he took with 
Um sodi impcKlant military code 
and electronic secrets that the 
Marine Corps had to dunge its 
whole system of codes on the 
West Coast. 

**The speed with whidi Oswald 
obtained a Russia visa, when it 
normally tains from 60 to 90 days, 
indicates the Soviets gave him 
special attention." the lawyer 
Mid. "He either had a visa «4tile 
atiU on duty as a Marine or re- 
. odved one immediately, cutting 
through red tape." 

Mr. Witts said that among other 
tilings that would indicate favoi«d 
treatment by the Soviets for Os- 
wald was his job in Minslt. where 
Iw could not possibly have lived 
«n the income the Soviets claimed 
fe did. 

The Dallas attorney said Minsk 
mat also the location of a Soviet 

• school. ^^r-^f^; 


"And on that salary he traveled, 
enjoyed sodal life, met and mar- 
ried the relative of a Soviet in- 
telligence agent, all fitting the 
pattern for espionage agents," the 
lawyer said. 

Mr. Witts said that when Os- 
wald "redefected" back to this 
country the Soviets granted his 
visa and passpcxts ixx Us wife 
imme^t^ and while the U.S. 
embas^ paid for his trip, some- 
one dse paid for his wife's. 

"Oswald received unusually 
spedal treatment by the Soviets 
and this would not have been done 
unless it was of seme use to '&e 
Soviet intdligence service," Mr. 
Witts said. 

He said the first news bulletin 
from Radio Moscow after the as- 
sassination was that the shots 
were fired by right-wing extrem- 
ists. 

"lliat was the party line and 
it has been amplified ever tdnce 
by the Communists." he said.
